The dog followed her and in 
the adjoining room he pounced upon 
her planting his teeth into her cheek 
and ner head and left a gash five inches 
long. The wounds bled very freely and 
it was at lirst thought the child could 
not recover. She still carries the scars 
and always will. 


The case against Mr. ;hapin is sup­ 
posed to be a strong one. The dog had 
never been inside Fye’s house before 
and the child was not meddling with 
him. 13esides it i.s alleged that the 
same dog had bitten other children and 
that only a few months ago iho mil­ 
lionaire paid $50 to settle a damage 
claim. The dog is still alive and re­ 
ceives the best of care and protection 
from his master. 


Mr. Gore is satisfied that the case is 
an e.xcellent one, and it seems jn'obable 
that Mr. Chapin will be called upon to 
pay for the luxury of keeping a wicked 
dog.

The Local Option People Cannot Hold 


Their Special Election in Time 
to Stop ’08 BusinesB. 


The executive committee of the local 
option movement met this afternoon 
in the ortice of Curtis Sc Jennings in 
the Jones & Sonner block. 


The reports from the diiYerent parts 
of the county are encouraging. It has 
been decided, however, that the effort 
to get the law in operation by May I 
next should be abandoned, as the haste 
in such cases would probably give rise 
to some errors that would destroy the 
results of all the bard work when the 
matter was carried to the courts. So 
the saloons of Berrien county will have 
another year’s lease of life, hindered 
only by the operations of the anti-sa­ 
loon leagues to be formed. 


The vote on local option will not long 
be postponed and the election will be 
held before the state and congressional 
elections begin to attract the attention 
of the people. 


E. C. Cross, of Bangor, an ex-post- 
master and prominent citizen of that 
village, is in the city and when asked 
by T h e Ne w s today what effect local 
option had on the business of his town 
he said: 


“Good. It has made business better. 
Men who used to come to the village 
with $2 or $3 and went home without 
anything but a jag, now come to town 
and buy sugar and tlour and clothes 
for their family. 


“I have heard people talk that St. 
.Toe would not poll scarcely a local Op­ 
tion vote. But I think St. Joe will sur­ 
prise you. Van Buren county figured 
that South Haven would go 500 votes 
against local option, but it gave us a 
majority of 172. Since the grand jury 
was called io Van Buren county the 
blind pigs and blind tigers have been 
closed and people cannot go to drug 
stores or other places and get liquor.”

Hereford! and Devoni have beeu im­ 
ported weekly, and a qrossbM English 
stock now fllla the **oorralt'* of the 
great beef and bovril onmpanies of the 
Rio de la Plata. In JSorth America thii 
Anglicizing proceiiB has spread to all the 
states of tho Union. Half bred Hereforda 
and Shorthorns are taking the place of 
the common cattle of the States on near­ 
ly all the ranches of the beef producing 
districts, and the colonizing capacity of 
difforont English breeds is recommend* 
ing them for special districts. Thus the 
Devon bulls are purchased for ranches 
where the search for pasture and water 
needs special activity and endurance, 
and red *'polled” or hornless Suffolks 
are used where cattle are being bred for 
transit by rail or ship because the ab* 
senco of horns is then convenient. Even 
tropical Brazil follows the fashion, and 
English Jersey cows are seen demurely 
walking through the forest paths by the 
coffee plantations and English terriers 
and pug dogs sit on the laps of Brazilian 
ladies. 


Whether the Jersey cattle will multi­ 
ply on the planters* estates time will 
show, but the spread of our colonizing 
animals, which are now invading simul­ 
taneously the plains of Patagonia and 
the north Canadian territory, does not 
limit its progress to the direction of the 
poles. In India the English horse be­ 
comes a colonist by second intention, in 
the form of the **walcr,’* a sounder and 
stronger animal than the majority of 
British hackneys. His value, as com­ 
pared with the native breeds of Asia, is 
still undetermined, but we must accept 
his presence and survival as a fact.— 
Xiondon Spectator.

The first distinct mention of soap 
now extant is by Pliny, who speaks of 
it as an invention of the Gauls; but be 
that as it may, the use of soap for wash­ 
ing purposes is of great antiquity. In the 
ruins of Pompeii a complete soap man­ 
ufactory was found, and the utensils 
and some soap were in a tolerable state 
of preservation. 
The Gallic soap of 
eighteen centuries ago was pn;pared 
from fat and wood ashes, particularly 
the ashes from beech wood, which wood 
was very common in France as well as 
in England. Soap is spoken of by writ­ 
ers from the second century, but the 
Saracens were tho first people to bring 
it into general usu as an external cleans­ 
ing medium. The use of soap is thus 
described: **When examined chemical­ 
ly, the skin is found to be composed of 
a substance analogous to dried white of 
egg; in a word, albumen. Now, albu­ 
men is soluble in the alkalies, and 
when soap is used for washing the skin 
tho excess of ulkuli combines with the 
oily fluid with which tho skin is natu­ 
rally bedewed, removes it in tho form of 
an emulsion, and with a portion of the 
dirt. Another portion of the alkali soft­ 
ens and dissolves the superficial stratum 
of the skin, and when this is rubbed off 
tho rest of tho dirt disappears. So that 
every washing of the skin with soap re­ 
moves the old face of the skin and leavea 
a new one, and wero the process repeat­ 
ed to excess the latter would become 
attenuated. '*—Philadelphia Ledger. 


Th« Famou« fa rla Q»rrek. 


There are few persons interested in 
things literary who being in Paris with­ 
in the last 10 or 15 years can have fail­ 
ed to hear of the garret of M. de Gon- 
court. M. de Goncourt himself would 
perhaps have preferred people to say the 
garret of **the brothers Goncourt," al­ 
though, as is well known, the institu­ 
tion was originated and flourished only 
after tlie death of the younger brother. 
The *'garret” specifically was a charm- 
ng room, half liall, half librory, on the 
third fioor of the little Louis XVI hotel 
at Auteuil which M. Edmond de Gon­ 
court occupied during the whole latter 
part of his life; generically it was the 
meeting together of kindr<^ spirits, of 
disciples and admirers and friends of 
the old maitro, the germ of the academy 
which it w'us Edmond do Goncourt’u 
dream to establish in opposition to tho 
academy of the 40 immortals, and the 
nursery, as it wore, where talents were 
grown to ripeness for tho honor of ad­ 
mission to that same especial academy. 
—Aline Gorren in Scribner’s.

18, 
1806, at Antigiia, after « drift of «boot 
«.000 milei. II bad evidently pasied 
olose to the Atores, the Canary islands 
•nd the Cape Verges on the way. An­ 
other, thrown overboard flrom the sloop 
Sapolio on July 80, 1808, traveled east­ 
ward toward the Azores, and thence, as 
in the previous instance, until it waa re­ 
covered near Turk’s island, north of 
Haiti, on Feb. 8, 1800, after a drift of 
nearly 6,000 miles. 


A bottle message from the sailing 
•hip St. Enoch is probably the most in­ 
teresting of the 88 drifts shown on the 
United States chart. It was sent off 
when some 700 miles west of Sierra 
Leone, under the influence of the well 
known Guinea current, setting eastward 
on to the African land. The master of 
this vessel noted on the message that 
she had experienced an easterly current 
of 86 miles during the previous day. 
Hence there is reason to suppose that 
this messenflcr was swept eastward un­ 
til some incident occurred to transfer it 
to a current setting in a westerly direc­ 
tion. Once on the latter route, however, 
it passed leisurely along through the 
passages of the Windward isles, escap­ 
ing contact with any land, followed the 
trend of the Atlantic coast of North 
America till clear of Newfoundland, 
and thence onward toTotabrough Walls, 
Shetland islands, where it was found 
on March 30, 1800, after having accom­ 
plished a record drift of nearly 8,000 
miles in less than 1,000 days.-—Cham- 
bera* Journal.

Washington, Jan. 21.—By the decisiva 


vote of 41 to 26 the senate yesterday 
decided to proceed at once to the con­ 
sideration of the resolution Introduced 
a few days ago by Teller of Colorado, 
providing for the payment of bonds of 
the United States in silver at the option 
of the government. The resolution pro­ 
vide?: “That all bonds of the United 
States, issued or authorised to be issued 
under the Sftld acts of congress herein­ 
before recited, are payable, principal 
and interest, at the option of the gov­ 
ernment of the United States. In silver 
dollars of the coinage of the United 
State» containing 412% grains each of 
standard silver; and that to restore to 
its coinage such silver coins aa a legal 
tender in payment of said bonds, prin­ 
cipal and interest. Is not In violation of 
•the public faith nor In derogation of 
the rights of the public creditor."

ILLINOIS INHERITANCE TAX CASE. 


W ill lie A rgued Itefora Ihe United State« 
Suprem e Court Monday. 


Chicago. Jan. 21.—Arguments on the 
constitutionality of the Illinois Inherit­ 
ance tax law will be heard before the 
supreme court at Washington Monday 
afternoon. 
The contention Is that the 
Hlinois statute providing for an ln> 
heritance tax Is contrary to the four­ 
teenth amendment to the United State,s 
constitution, which provides that taxa­ 
tion shall be equal. The law. It Is said, 
provides for a progressive tax by re- 
qulringan additional amount of revenue 
from the Increase In the amount of the 
bequest or legacy. 


Another Irregularity claimed Is that 
the property In legacy Is due to pay

double taxation. The law providing for 
an Inheritance tax has been sustained 
by the supreme court of Illinois.
